During the past summer many of them 
were employed in different parts of the 
state at their trades, while others were 
engaged in farming,.or at domestis 
service. 

“The school is largely a boys’ school, 
but there are besides these 400 boys 
about 100 giris who learn dairying, 
sewing, cooking and domestic service,” 
said Professor Wright. “The school, in 
addition to agriculture’ and industrial 
pursuits, gives to those who desire it 
as good a literary education as can be 
obtained at any of the colored schools 
in the state. This school is supported 
by the state. Through its annual 
farmers’ conferences and institutes it 
is doing a great work for the colored 
farmers of the state. It las organized 
over 100 colored boys’ corn clubs in 
Georgia.” 

Last year the colored fair gave over 
$5,000 in premiums and prizes to col- 
ored farmers and industrial works. 
This fair is held each year at Macon 
and will be held there again this year | 
November 18 to 28.
